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Seven years for 
kidnap gunman

AN ARMED man who held 
police officers at gunpoint 
before kidnapping a fireman 
has been jailed. 

Robert Inman, 37, was given an 
indeterminate sentence - it will 
be at least seven years before he is 
considered for parole. 

Judge Nicholas Coleman told Inman: 
“This was a premeditated act by you on 
that day and it was a prolonged course of 
conduct. This was, in any view, an 
extremely terrifying incident for all three 
men who were confronted by you.” 

He said firearms offences were rare in 
Cambridgeshire, adding: “It follows that a 
deterrent term must be imposed.” 

Judge Coleman said Inman, who was 
arrested in Haverhill, posed a significant 
threat to the public. He commended Sgt 
Simon Goldsmith and Pc Frank Martin 
and awarded firefighter Michael Steb- 
bings £500 for their actions during the 
incident in June. 

Inman, who was staying at his partner’s 
house in Medeswell, Orton Malborne, 
near Peterborough, admitted three off¬ 
ences of possessing a .38 calibre Smith 
and Wesson pistol with intent to endanger 
life, possessing five .38 hollow point 
bullets with intent to endanger life, 


robbing Sgt Goldsmith of his police van, 
kidnapping Mr Stebbings, possessing 
three rounds of .38 calibre expanding 
hollow point bullets and possessing 15 
rounds of .38 calibre semi-wadcutter 
bullets. 

Huntingdon Crown Court was told 
Inman was behind the Patriot Regiment 
website, which purports to support true 


Christianity and the protection of divine 
rights to life and liberty. He was also said 
to have fears about certain institutions 
such as the Freemasons. 

Craig McDougall, prosecuting, said the 
incident began with a minor dispute 
between neighbours in Peterborough att¬ 
ended by Pc Martin, who thought the 
matter was resolved. 


He then ran a background check and 
found Inman was wanted on an arrest 
warrant over a fraud case. 

He called for a van to help with the 
arrest, but Inman pulled the loaded gun 
on him and Sgt Goldsmith was faced by 
the gunman when he walked in the 
house.

A POLICE campaign has been 
launched, warning Christmas 
and New Year revellers to keep 
safe. 

As well as messages about drink- 
driving and avoiding becoming a vict¬ 
im of a sex attacker or mugger, Suffolk 
police are also encouraging victims of 
domestic violence to report incidents. 

Across Suffolk, 578 people were 
arrested in December 2008, for drink- 
related offences - a fall of around 30 
on the previous year. 

The county force’s Operation Stay- 
safe will be aiming to tackle drink- 
related crimes. 

Officers will use Section 27 notices 
to ban offenders from town centres 
and as issue £80 fixed penalty on-the- 
spot fines for minor offences. 

Insp Chris Gilmore, crime red¬ 
uction officer, said: “Traditionally the 
Christmas and New Year period is a 
time when more people go out in our 
towns and more alcohol is consumed.

“This can lead to more violence, 
anti-social behaviour and disorder. 
We want everyone to enjoy a safe, fun 
night out in our towns and villages 
this Christmas. 

“My message is, if you cause 
trouble, you will be firmly but fairly 
dealt with. 

“Consuming too much alcohol can 
also make you more vulnerable. 
Please don’t put yourself at risk. Ask 
yourself, will you be safe?

‘We would not be here 
If we had rushed him’ 


Burst pipe 
floods two 
properties 

TWO homes were flooded after a 
water main burst on a main road into 
Haverhill on Saturday. 

The chaos began just after noon 
when the burst main flooded the 
junction of Withersfield Road and 
Howe Road, rising to a depth of more 
than a foot in places. 

The water also gushed into two 
nearby homes, submerging the 
ground floor in one, ruining carpets 
and furniture, as well as causing 
serious flood damage to a garden. 

A spokesman for Anglian Water 
said: “We received a call and att¬ 
ended at 12.55pm to find a full length 
of 6in PVC pipe had burst. Two prop¬ 
erties were flooded internally and 
one garden. We had to turn the water 
off to replace the full length of the 
pipe and it was all back on again just 
before midnight. 

“Normally when a pipe bursts it is 
down to ground movement, which 
can be down to any number of 
causes. These things do happen, 
unfortunately.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police 
said they received reports of the flood 
at 12.10pm, when traffic was brought 
to a standstill. 

Traffic diversions were set up to try 
and ease congestion in Withersfield 
Road from the Cambridge direction. 
The road was cleared and re-opened 
to traffic by 1.30pm. 

The flood water caused consid¬ 
erable damage to the two homes but 
the cost of repair work is not yet 
known. 


A POLICE officer has told 
how he found himself 
looking down the barrel of 
a gun after a row about a 
hedge escalated. 

Sgt Simon Goldsmith, 37, said 
he was convinced that he and Pc 
Frank Martin would have been 
killed if they had tried to tackle 
Robert Inman. 

Sgt Goldsmith said the 
incident was on his mind daily 
and it would be a long time 
before he was able to put it 
behind him. 

Sgt Goldsmith, in his first week 
in a community policing job in 
Peterborough, was called to a 
house by Pc Martin, who was 
arresting Inman for an out¬ 
standing warrant after being 
called to a dispute between 
neighbours about a hedge. 

He saw Pc Martin in the house 
and was beckoned inside. 

“As I walked in, in front of me 
was Inman with a silver handgun 
pointed at me,” said Sgt Golds¬ 
mith, a former traffic officer who

has been based in Huntingdon 
and Sawston. 

Inman told him it was a real 
gun, and to sit down. 


Sgt Goldsmith said the 
incident lasted between 40 
minutes and an hour, with 
Inman gesticulating with the gun 
as he spoke to them. 

“He was a big bloke and he told 
us, ‘Don’t bother rushing me 
because if you do I will have the 
pair of you’. 

“I am of the opinion that if we 
had rushed him we would not be 
here today.” 

Inman planned to handcuff 
them and put them in the back of 
the police van and drive off with 
them, but changed his mind after 
being warned of the con¬ 
sequences if they came to harm. 

Inman agreed to shut him and 
Pc Martin in the garden instead. 

Sgt Goldsmith said Inman took 
all their equipment before 
leaving in the van. 

Once they knew he had gone 
they jumped the 6ft fence and 
raised the alarm on a phone 
which Pc Martin had hidden, 
sparking a huge cross-county 
manhunt.

Inman demanded the 
officers’ equipment and 
shut them in the back 
garden, driving off in Sgt 
Goldsmith’s van. The two 
officers escaped from the 
garden and raised the 
alarm. 

Inman dumped the 
police van and flagged 
down a fire service van 
near Sawtry being driven 
byMrStebbings. 

He forced the firefighter 
at gunpoint to drive down 
the Al, A14 and Mil bef¬ 


ore letting him out at 
Duxford. 

Inman met a friend, 
Alex Clowes, at Haverhill 
and they were arrested at 
the town’s Newton Place 
the following morning. 

Roger Harrison, miti¬ 
gating, said Inman was 
“wholly contrite” over the 
incident and apologised 
to those concerned. 

He said Inman’s views 
were contained on the 
Patriot Regiment website, 
and he had become “anx¬ 
ious” about a court case 


for fraud he faced. 

Inman said he had 
been offered the gun and 
ammunition in Russia. 

After the hearing, Det 
Insp Nick Hunt said: “This 
was an extremely trau¬ 
matic incident for the off¬ 
icers involved. 

“Inman could be des¬ 
cribed as a Walter Mitty- 
type character. To his 
neighbours he was a 
decent family man and 
very friendly, but in this 
case he showed he was an 
individual who would go 


to extreme lengths to 
avoid justice.” 

Mr Stebbings said in a 
statement: “This was a 
very traumatic incident, 
not only for me, but also 
for my family who only 
learnt about what had 
happened to me later on.” 

He said counselling off¬ 
ered by the fire service 
had been helpful and 
police had also offered 
support. 

He said he was pleased 
with the sentence passed 
on Inman.

COUNCILS opposing a shake-up 
of local government are preparing 
to fight proposals which could see 
eight councils replaced with a 
single unitary authority. 

Councils, including those covering 
Haverhill and Newmarket, could be 
replaced with a single unitary council for 
the whole of Suffolk if the government 
accepts the advice given by the Boundary 
Committee for England. 

The alternative could be a separate 
council for Ipswich and Felixstowe, with 
the rest of Suffolk covered by a single council. 

It would mean the existing councils 
including St Edmundsbury, which covers 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds and 
Forest Heath, which covers Newmarket 
and Mildenhall, will disappear. But town 
and parish councils will remain. 

Forest Heath and St Edmundsbury are 
among a group of councils which has 
argued for three new unitary bodies for 
Suffolk - one for the west of the county, 
one for the east and one for the Ipswich 
and Felixstowe areas. 

They challenged the way that the 
Boundary Committee has carried out con¬ 
sultation about the shake-up, arguing that 
residents should have the chance to 
comment on their ideas for three separate 
unitary councils. 

A High Court judge supported their 
views with a ruling given in fuly. Now that 
has been overturned by the Appeal Court. 

The legal battle is believed to have cost 
thousands of pounds of public money. 

A joint statement has been issued by the 
leaders of the councils involved in the 
court hearing - Cllr Geoffrey laggard, of 
Forest Heath, Cllr john Griffiths, of St 
Edmundsbury, and Cllr Ray Herring, of 
Suffolk Coastal. 

They said: “The Boundary Committee is 
accountable to no one. We are accountable 
to our residents and will continue working 
to ensure voices are heard. 

“We will now take some time to look at 
our next steps, whether that's appealing to 
the Supreme Court or taking our case to 
officials and ministers in Whitehall.” 

Local Government minister Rosie 
Winterton this week confirmed that there 
will now be six weeks for affected councils 
and other stakeholders in these areas to 
give their views on the unitary proposals 
before the Government decides whether to 
put any proposals to Parliament. 

She said: “We want to see councils that 
are best able to play their part at the heart 
of providing innovative and better value 
public services across the counties. 

“It is very important that all who are 
interested in the future governance of 
these areas take this opportunity to 
comment on these proposals.”

Schoolchildren open recycling centre 


PRIMARY schoolchildren joined their 
mayor in cutting the ribbon to launch 
a new supermarket recycling centre. 

Youngsters from St Felix RC 
Primary school were joined by Cllr 
Elaine McManus, to help launch a 
revolutionary new recycling centre at 
the Tesco superstore in Haverhill. 

Eight-year-old Steven Shrimpton 
won £500 for his school and £100 for 
himself, after creating the winning 
entry in a competition to promote the 
launch of the new recycling facility. 

Schools across Haverhill were 
asked to create a snappy slogan or 
poem about the benefits of recycling 


and caring for the environment. 

Steven, along with his classmates, 
was invited to the event by store 
manager Adrian Jones to collect the 
cheque for the donation and to cut the 
ribbon to declare open the recycling 
centre. 

The lean green recycling machine, 
which costs £150,000, separates 
waste including aluminium and steel 
cans, plastic bottles and glass bottles 
and jars. 

The automated recycling centre, in 
the store car park, is one of many to 
be installed in the UK and makes it 
quicker, easier and more convenient 


to recycle, a key part of the ongoing 
commitment by Tesco to the local 
community and to the environment. 

The new ‘one-stop’ centre 
compacts material, which also saves 
on carbon emissions in collecting 
waste by reducing the number of 
journeys needed to empty them. 

The centre has special scanners 
and sensors to detect items, which 
have to be deposited one item at a 
time. Tesco, which pioneered the 
revolutionary recycling system in the 
UK, is investing millions in a 
nationwide green campaign. 


Having never run before, she followed 
the Rosemary Conley running 
programme to gradually build up her 
stamina.

“My granddad ran the marathon 20 
years ago and I thought it would be 
fantastic to raise money for Get Kids 
Going.”

A LOCALLY-filmed DVD capturing 
the childhood memories of eight 
Haverhillians born between 1916- 
1925 will be on sale during 
tomorrow’s late-night shopping 
event. 

Haverhill Memories: Growing up 
between the Great Wars recalls the 
memories of Bob Basham, Fred 
Bigmore, Bunny and Gwen Bowers, 
Ruth Farbridge, Jack Griggs, Dick 
Poole and Harold Sizer. 

With a population of only 4,000, 
the Haverhill of their childhood was 
a far different town than that of 
today. Recreation Road was the 
southern boundary of town and the 
fields and pastures beyond were 
open for all-day exploration. 

All children attended the council 
schools at the Cangle and had 
memorable teachers such as 
Archie Smith, an all-rounder who 
umpired cricket and football 
matches and took music lessons, 
as well as teaching English. 

Haverhill Memories was made 



by the Haverhill Film Group, a 
working party of four dedicated 
retirees - Jean Buckton, Peter 
Cundall, Mike Hickman and Pete 
Lancaster. They were involved in 
making another film about 
Haverhill in 2007, Dancing through 
Time, and were eager to extend 
that project to record more 
memories of older residents. 

With a grant from Haverhill Town 
Council, cameras provided by 
Jason Fitzpatrick of Pure Energy 
Multimedia, and space in the 


Haverhill Local History Centre, the 
group filmed the eight Haverhillians 
talking about their childhood. The 
most time-consuming part of the 
project was editing eight hours of 
film to 30 minutes and adding 
photos from the History Centre 
archives. Haverhill Town Council 
gave an additional grant for 
professional filmmaker Kate 
Beckwith to complete final editing. 

Haverhill Memories premiered 
on June 18, during the Haverhill 
Festival. Copies of Memories and 


Dancing through Time on a double 
DVD are available for £5 on 
Christmas shopping night on Friday 
at Haverhill and District Local 
History Group’s stall near AXA or 
from Haverhill Arts Centre box 
office. 

Sadly, Harold Sizer died in 
March, aged 92, but his image is 
captured on the film. The town is 
indebted to the film group for its 
dedication and perseverance in 
making this invaluable record of 
Haverhill life.

Tributes paid to 
brave Ben, 28

A man who battled 
cancer for 13 years 
but never let it stop 
him living life to the full has 
died. 

Ben Clay was just 28 when he 
died at the Arthur Rank Hospital in 
Cambridge, leaving his wife, Ellen, 
30, whom he married just over a 
year ago. 

Over the years, Ben continued 
to enjoy many adventurous 
pursuits including mountain 
climbing, sailing and sky diving, 
despite losing a leg and then a lung 
due to cancer. 

He also raised thousands of 
pounds for the Teenage Cancer 
Trust, which is raising cash for a 
teenage cancer unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

His dad Michael Clay, of Moat 
Farm, Birdbrook, paid tribute to 
his “wonderful son” and said he 
hoped donations would be made 
to the trust in his memory. 

Ben was first diagnosed with a 
form of bone cancer when he was 
just 15, and still battled to take part 
in outdoor pursuits despite losing 
his leg. 

He had a special prosthetic leg 
fitted at Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
2006 to help him make a 4,500m 
climb to Everest base camp. But he 
had to cancel the trip after doctors 
discovered tumours in his lungs 
and later he suffered a stroke and 
had one lung removed completely. 

For a time he got better and got 
on with his life, including marrying 


Ellen last year, but in February this 
year he went to hospital for a 
routine check-up where three 
inoperable tumours were 
discovered and his condition 
deteriorated rapidly from 
September. 

Mr Clay said: “Most of all what I 
know he would really want would 
be that people who read about 
him could make donations to the 


trust, he would be really pleased by 
that. 

“He never complained about 
feeling ill, not once. He never said 
‘why me?’, he just got on with 
things. His attitude was ‘don’t tell 
me I can’t do that, I can’. If anyone 
said to him you are disabled, he 
would say, ‘no, I am not’. 

“He would never walk with a 
walking stick, his attitude was that 
he was going to do it, and whether 
he had one leg and one lung had 
nothing to do with it. 

“He had a real love of life and 
was determined to do everything. 
He really loved sailing, because it 
was something he could do. 

“He had cancer as a teenager 
and he knew how terrible it was, so 
he wanted to do as much as he 
could to help others through the 
Teenage Cancer Trust.” 

A funeral service was held at 
West Suffolk Crematorium on 
Tuesday.

Forecasts look brighter for East region 


THE East of England is 
likely to regain jobs lost 
in the recession a year 
earlier than previously 
thought, latest forecasts 
show. 

But the forecasts, 
published by Insight 
East, stress the regional 
economy is still in a 
fragile state. 

The East of England 
Quarterly Economic 
Brief, produced by the 


team of economic exp¬ 
erts at the East of Eng¬ 
land Development Ag¬ 
ency (EEDA), contains 
the latest autumn fore¬ 
casts which are more 
optimistic than the 
spring 2009 forecasts. 

Findings from the 
latest forecasts include 
predictions of more 
growth in 2010 - 0.7 per 
cent compared with the 
spring forecast of 0.3 


per cent, recovering 
pre-recession total 
employment by 2014, 
rather than 2015, and 
98,000 jobs lost, as 
opposed to the spring 
forecast of 167,000 jobs 
lost. 

The Quarterly Eco¬ 
nomic Brief also finds 
that claimant unemp¬ 
loyment is forecast to 
peak at 150,000 in 2011, 
and to remain persist¬ 


ently above 100,000 for 
at least 10 years. 

Glenn Athey, director 
of Insight East, said: 
“The recession has hit 
some sectors hard, but 
the East of England 
economy is more 
robust and diverse than 
other regions and it 
looks as though we are 
coming out of it quicker 
than other parts of the 
UK.”

Reporter Jo feels the long arm of the law 


A NEWS reporter was among 
nine seemingly-respectable 
citizens who found themselves 
behind bars on Friday morning. 

The nine special offenders - 
including Weekly News reporter 
Jo Deeks - were taking part in a 
fundraiser for St Nicholas 
Hospice Care. 

Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College headteacher 
Howard Lay and popular Arts 
Centre manager, Nick Keeble, 


also took part in the “Jail and 
Bail” event. 

Unbeknown to colleagues - 
and pupils in the case of Mr Lay 
- the nine participants were 
handcuffed and arrested at their 
place of work, before having their 
fingerprints taken and made to 
pose for mug shots. 

They had to remain in “police 
custody” until they raised at least 
£500 in bail money, which all 
goes to the hospice. 


The others arrested were 
Richard Herbert of the Herbert 
Group, Tom Harrison of Adams 
Harrison, Aimee Moore of 
Abbeycroft Leisure, Paul Willden 
of Cineworld, Adrian Jones of 
Tesco, and Terry McGerty of 
Printwise. They raised £9,250 to 
secure their freedom. 

Jo said: “Being arrested was 
not an experience I hope to 
repeat - the handcuffs were very 
tight and not at all my colour. 


Travelling in the back of the 
police car was like being on a 
rollercoaster ride. 

“There are not many things I 
would be willing to sacrifice my 
freedom for, but St Nicholas 
Hospice Care is one. I would like 
to thank everyone who chipped in 
to secure my freedom.”

TWO neighbouring 
councils are set for closer 
co-operation to save 
money. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which covers Hav¬ 
erhill and Bury St Edmunds, 
and Forest Heath District 
Council, which covers the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas, are set to become 
“preferred partners.” 

The move will mean greater 
use of shared services, al¬ 
though it will not go as far as a 
merger. At this stage, details of 
the co-operation have not 
been worked out and no job 
losses are planned. 

The councils already have a 
joint waste management 
committee and are being 
recommended to establish a 
joint steering group of 
councillors. 

In a joint statement, Cllr 
John Griffiths, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council leader, and 
Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, Forest 
Heath District Council leader, 
said: “People have a strong 
sense of local identity but quite 
rightly have an expectation 
that councils will not let 
boundaries get in the way of 
making savings.

“In these difficult economic 
times, when every council is 
facing the same financial 
challenges, it makes sense to 
see where we can drive costs 
down by sharing staff and 
overheads. By closer collab¬ 
oration, initially between 
ourselves and hopefully other 
partners in the future, we 
expect to continue improving 
local services across West 
Suffolk.” 

A three-year programme will 
be drawn up, if councillors 
agree, to show where savings 
can be made. 

The council leaders said: 
“Both councils need to save 
millions from their revenue 
budgets in the coming years 
and careful planning avoids 
the need for knee-jerk react¬ 
ions to these financial press¬ 
ures. 

“This is not a formal merger 
of our two councils - each has 
its own distinct identity and 
local priorities - but sharing 
some services at various levels 
will help us to get the best 
value for money for the 
Council Tax payers.”

Goose is fine alternative 


AT Christmas more than 
ever, the kitchen be¬ 
comes the life and soul of 
the house as we prepare 
different meals for a 
range of guests and stock 
the cupboards ready for 
a big Christmas dinner. 

Although the traditional 
choice for the Christmas 
meal is turkey, you might 
find you want to branch out 
this year and try something 
new. Alternatives include 
goose, duck or pork, all of 
which offer equally tasty and 
festive alternatives. 

Goose was the bird of 
choice for the Victorians, 
and sales are up 42 per cent 
this year according to 
Waitrose, suggesting a return 
to tradition in 2009. If you 
are one of those opting for 
goose this year, here is a 
recipe which might be worth 
a try. 

CHRISTMAS GOOSE WITH 
ROOT VEG, STICKY PEARS 
AND BRAMBLE GRAVY 


(From BBC Good Food 
magazine) 

For the goose: 

4 to 5kg oven-ready goose, 
trussed for roasting 

2 oranges 

4 bay leaves 
Bunch of thyme 

3 tbsp sunflower oil 

8 medium carrots, peeled 
but left whole 

8 medium parsnips, peeled 
but left whole 

4 turnips, peeled and halved 
or quartered 

For the bramble gravy: 
ltbsp golden caster sugar 
100ml good-quality red wine 
vinegar 

Half a jar bramble jelly 
(Tiptree does a good one; if 
you can’t find it, use 
blackberry jam) 

100ml strong chicken stock 

For the pears: 

6 pears 

2tbsp icing sugar 

Large bag watercress, to 

serve 

Remove all the fat from 


inside the bird and use a 
skewer to prick the goose 
skin all over, especially 
under the wings. If you have 
time to spare (although this 
isn’t essential), sit the goose 
in a sink, then slowly and 
carefully pour over 3 kettles 
of boiling water. Dry with 
kitchen paper, then leave for 

1 hour or so to dry 
completely. This will help 
the skin to crisp. 

Heat oven to 200C/180C 
fan/gas 6. Season the goose 
cavity with salt and pepper 
and stuff with the oranges, 
bay leaves and the thyme. 
Rub the breast and legs with 

2 tbsp oil and season 
generously with salt. Lay the 
carrots in the middle of a 
very large roasting tin. Sit the 
bird the right way up on top 
of the carrots. In a bowl, toss 
the parsnips and turnips 
with the rest of the oil and 
bay leaves, then scatter 
around the goose. Cover the 
tin with a large piece of foil, 
scrunching it up at the sides 
so it’s a tight fit. Place the 


goose in the oven for 90 
minutes. 

Take the goose out of the 
oven. Remove the foil and 
carefully use a baster to suck 
out most of the fat from the 
tin into a bowl. Lightly baste 
the goose and turn the 
parsnips. Re-cover with foil 
and roast for another 11/2 
hours. Suck the fat from the 
pan again and baste, then 
increase the heat to 
220C/200C fan/gas 7. Return 
to the oven without any foil 
to brown for a final 30-40 
mins until golden brown. 
Remove the goose from the 
oven and transfer to a large 
board or platter to rest in a 
warm-ish place for 30 mins. 
Scoop the vegetables out 
into another roasting tin and 
keep warm in a low oven. 
Keep the goose tin to finish 
making the gravy in. 

To make the gravy, remove 
the oranges from the goose 
using tongs. Pour off all the 
fat from the roasting tin into 
a bowl (it’s great used for 
roasting potatoes). Scatter 


the sugar into the tin and stir 
to scrape off any tasty brown 
bits. Splash in the vinegar, 
simmer down until 
practically dry, then stir in 
the jelly to dissolve, bubble 
and cook down. Finally, add 
the stock and squeeze in the 
juice from the oranges. Bring 
everything to the boil, then 
strain into a jug or small 
saucepan to reheat later. 

Peel and halve the pears. 
Use a teaspoon to scoop out 
the cores, then cut the pears 
into quarters. In a bowl, toss 
the pears in the icing sugar 
until completely coated. 
Heat a large frying pan over 
a high flame and add the 
pears to the pan. Cook for 1 
min or so, tossing constantly, 
until the pears are really well 
caramelised and slightly 
burnt around the edges. 

Serve the goose on a 
platter surrounded by 
watercress and pear wedges. 
Serve the slow-roasted 
vegetables in a separate 
bowl and the gravy in a gravy 
boat.

THE future and the past collide with 
amusing results in the computer- 
animated comedy from debutant 
Spanish directors Jorge Blanco, Javier 
Abad and Marcos Martinez. 

Planet 51 unfolds on the titular world, 
far from our own, where little green 
men, women and children live in 
domestic bliss, which bears a spooky 
resemblance to 1950s white-picket- 
fence America. 

The Chordettes’ perky Z.o///pop plays 
on the jukebox of the local diner and 
kids crowd the cinema to watch the 
latest sci-fi epic about those nasty 
human invaders trying to destroy the 
resident alien communities. 

When a lone astronaut does touch 
down on the planet, he faces the 
same level of hostility levelled at 
Klaatu in The Day The Earth Stood 
Still. 

Screenwriter Joe Stillman has fun 
recreating the paranoia and fear of 
bygone America in an extra-terrestrial 
society, creating archetypes like a mad 
scientist and a warmonger general to 
stoke the tension. 


In a nice twist, the human is a 
narcissistic, dim-witted buffoon who 
didn’t even have to delicately navigate 
his craft down to the planet’s surface, 
he just hit the auto-pilot button. 
Gung-ho American astronaut Captain 
Charles ‘Chuck’ Baker (voiced by 
Johnson) touches down on Planet 51 
believing he will be the first being to 
ever set foot on this alien world. 
Instead, the human interloper 
discovers teenage budding 
astronomer Lem (Long), his friend 
Skiff (Scott), sassy next-door 
neighbour Neera (Biel) and a species 
that has been nurtured on a fear of 
men from the skies. 

Once his presence on the planet is 
known, General Grawl (Oldman) sets 
out to capture Chuck and deliver him 


to deranged Professor Kipple 
(Cleese), who incarcerates the 
astronaut in a subterranean base. 

Lem, Skiff and Neera launch a rescue 
mission with the help of Chuck’s robot 
companion Rover to help the human 
visitor avoid a grim fate as a 
permanent exhibit at the Alien 
Invaders Space Museum. 

The animation doesn’t challenge Pixar 
for sophistication, but it’s energetic, 
with solid vocal performances. 
Lessons about tolerance are laid on 
thick in between the set pieces, and 
Stillman ensures the violence remains 
cartoonish throughout, introducing the 
cute robot sidekick and slapstick for 
younger audiences. 

The nostalgic throwbacks to the 
1950s are purely for (grand)parents.

Polo Is Car of the Year

THE current eco-drive 
dictated that it was 
always going to be a 
small, super-green 
small vehicle, so 
congratulations to the 
Volkswagen Polo for 
walking away with the 
2010 Car of the Year 
award. 

And it should be no 
surprise to learn that its 
main contender - and 
eventual runner-up - was 
the Toyota iQ. 

Voting was close, as the 
Polo scored 347 points 
against 337 for Toyota’s city 
runabout iQ - with other 
hopefuls cantering home 
well behind those two. 

The Vauxhall Astra 
achieved 221 points from 
the European jury, which 
included six UK-based 
members. 

The other finalists were 
the Skoda Yeti (158 points), 
the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class (155), the Peugeot 
3008 (144) and the Citroen 
C3 Picasso (113). 

Volkswagen’s winner 
only went on sale here in 
October, in five-door form, 


with the three-door 
version not due until the 
first weeks of 2010. 

It has already proved a 
big showroom draw - 
more than 8,000 orders 
have been taken, an 
incredible 86 per cent 
above the projected sales 
volume. The new year sees 
the arrival of the Blue- 
Motion model, which can 
return 83mpg on the 
combined cycle, while 
emitting just 90g/km of 
C02. Those figures make it 
one of the most efficient, 
eco-friendly cars on the 
market. 

Volkswagen last held a 
COTY title 17 years ago, 
when the third-generation 
Golf wowed the 59 award 
jurors, who are spread 
across 23 European 
countries. 

That year, it emerged the 
victor over the Opel Astra 
and Citroen ZX. 

Autocar magazine editor 
Steve Cropley, one of the 
UK jurors this year, 
confirmed that climate 
considerations counted 
strongly in the final vote- 
count. 


“Small, economical cars 
were the best of this year’s 
crop,” he says. 

“The Polo is a very 
complete, very refined car 
which delivers all the 
consistent qualities VW has 
become so well-known for. 

“But the iQ did 
amazingly well, and it was 
nice to see good support 
for the Astra, whose 
maker, GM Europe, was 
victorious in 2009 with the 
Insignia executive car.” 

Volkswagen’s group 
chairman, Professor 
Martin Winterkorn, says 
the winning, fifth- 


generation Polo was 
designed to address 
customer expectations 
with even greater, 
uncompromising 
standards. 

“So we are naturally very 
pleased to see our efforts 
validated in this award,” 
he adds. 

When the three-door 
arrives in fanuary, it will 
have the same engine and 
trim level availability as 
five-door models. 

The trim levels work up 
through S, SE, Moda and 
then on to SEL, which is 
the luxury offering.

(a) close, in turn, the northbound and southbound 
carriageways of the Ml 1 between its junctions with 
the entry and exit slip roads at Junctions 10 and 11, 
including those slip roads; and 

(b) impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit, for 24 hours 
a day in the interest of safety due to incomplete 
safety barrier and to accommodate overnight works, 
on the Mil - 

i. northbound carriageway between the centre point 
of Ickleton Grange Overbridge, north of Junction 9 
and 300 metres north of the centre point of Plant 
Breeding Institute Overbridge, north of Junction 11 
including the northbound entry and exit slip roads 
at Junctions 10 and 11, and 

ii. southbound carriageway between the centre 
point of Haggis Farm Overbridge at Junction 12 
and 500 metres north of the centre point of 
Duxford Grange Overbridge south of Junction 10, 
including the southbound entry and exit slip 
roads at Junctions 10 and 11. 

During the closures - 

i. traffic wishing to join the Ml 1 southbound at J14 
would be diverted via the A14 eastbound to J35 
at Stow cum Quy, the A1303 eastbound to join 
the A1304 southbound, the A11 and either 

the A505 to Ml 1 J10 at Duxford or the Ml 1 
Spur Road to Ml 1 J9, 

ii. southbound traffic at Ml 1 J11 would be diverted 
via the A10 towards Royston then the A505 to 
Mil J10 at Duxford, and 

iii. northbound traffic would be diverted at Ml 1 J9 
onto the Ml 1 Spur road then via the A11, the 
A1304 and the A1303 to join the A14 at J36 to 
Mil J14, alternatively, northbound traffic would 
be diverted at Ml 1 J10 via the A505 eastbound, 
the A11, the A1304 and the A1303 to join the A14 
at J36 to Mil J14. 

Vehicles with an overall width exceeding 2.9 meters 
would be exempt from the closure described at (a) due 
to unsuitable diversion routes and would wait to be 
escorted through the works area. 

The temporary mandatory speed limit (which would not 
apply to emergency service vehicles) and closures (which 
would not apply to works, emergency service, traffic 
officer or winter service maintenance vehicles) would be 
clearly indicated by traffic signs throughout the works.
